In regard to the 
other statements, he requested that a-letter should be ad- 
dressed to him, which should have a full reply.

asperities of his magisterial demeanour, and that we may in future 
see his undoubted talents guided not only by justice but by 
generosity.

SHANGHAI. 

Dates are down to July 22. The London mail of June3 arrived 
out on July 17, and June 10 on the 2st. Telegrams via Kiachta 
were to June 28. The Worth China Herald has the following on 
the Tientsin affair :— 

The following precis of conversations which are now current 
among the people in this neighbourhood will be instructive to 
those who may incline to think our reports exaggerated, 

1. The country people say it has been conclusively proved that 
foreigners have Fae kidnapping on an extensive scale, more than 
100 children having been Peund by authorities at Tientsip, and 
clearly shown to have been intended for unholy purposes. Hence 
the rising of the people and the massacre of the foreigners. 

2. War has been declared, and one battle fought and won. The 
had rustics are jubilant over the supposed victory, and say the 

ung-shui has at last taken a turn in their favour. 

3. The prospect of a fight with foreigners is talked of with 
immense delight. China’s “ lucky day ” has come at last, and the 
hated intruder is doomed. 

4. Some of the better informed, who know that the late mas- 
sacre has a special reference to France, are hoping the other 
foreign Powers will remain neutral, and allow China and France 
to fight it out by themselves. Hitherto China has had to contend 
agaiust the combined streugth of the whole barbarian world ; but 
now there is a chance of entering the lists with France alone. 
The event is a propitious one, and thrice welcome ; for it will 
prove that, one by one, China could conquer all the barbarian 
nations. ’ 
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5. Should all the foreigners, however, take part in the war; 
then, when the men-of-war go North to the principal scene of 
action, there will be a Gaialeansous attack from the city and 
country on the foreign settlement, and every forcigner extermi- 
nated. 

6. Natives friendly to foreigners counsel watchfulness. They 
say we cannot be too careful. There is misghief brewing, and we 
had better prepare. ae x 

7. The subject of Russian ‘aggression’ on China is also being 
discussed. Many fear Russia will avail of the present diffigulties 
to get another slice from the “Flowery Land.” : 

8. The wheelbarrow men and all their friends are wild at the 
action of the Municipal Council in requiring them to pay for 
their license. Theiy earnings are very small, and 600 cash a 

uarter is a heavy sum. They are under the impression that the 
license of the English Council will not enable them to pass into 
the French Settlement, or vice versa. But wait a while, the 
day of vengeance is coming, the loot from the foreign hongs may 
help to compensate for the loss of trade. 

We have further correspondence from Tientsin, which goes to 
confirm the accounts already given. Messrs. Fraser and Adkius, 
of the British Legation, are in Tientsin investigating affairs. 
Tseng-kwo-fan had arrived, and had issued a proclamation de- 
claring his intention to have a strict investigation. His first step 
has been to remove the Taoutai, the Prefect, and the city Magistrate. 
These men, the latter two ospecially, should be executed ; but 
there is no chauce of Tseng-kwo-fan doing this of his own will. 
The case against them was so clear that he could not help re- 
moving them, unless he was prepared for open war. It is ru- 
moured, however, that he has declined to act further. 

A correspondent writes :—“TIt is, of course. the Chinese object 
now to quiet the English and Americans, if they can, by showing 
that there is no anti-forcign feeling generally at Tientsin ; but 
everyone here now knows that it was settled that, on the Friday 
after June 21, all foreigners were to be exterminated. A man 
was caught on the top of the Protestant Church tower in the set- 
tlement, with a heap of brushwood that had been placed there 
by an incendiary, going to burn the tower and the Church. 
An employe of the Arsenal came to Oonsul Lay and reported 
six brass "guns in the Treaty Joss-house, close by Tientsin, 
and asked him to send men to receive them for the defence of the 
Europeans ; but failing to get enough men to draw them, he re- 
turned to the Arsenal and found them all gone, shells, ammuni- 
tion and all. They had been taken during his absence by Chun 
How’s soldiers. What for? Not to defend Europeans nor to seul 
the mob, but simply lest Europeans should be able to resist the 
impending Friday attack. If it had not been for the Manchu, and 
her commander, Captuin Steele, all the foreigners would have been 
killed.” . 

The uneasiness prevalent in Shanghai has spread also to Ningpo, 
where inflammatory proclamations have been issued. There is no 
symptom of immediate outbreak, but it is felt that any disturb- 
ance at Shanghai would spread. H.M. gunboat Leven has gone 
down for the protection of the Settlement ; and a Defence Com- 
mittee has been organised, and watch is kept every night. 

Another French man-of-war has arrived from the south’; and 
we believe the N. G. frigate Hertha is shortly expected from 
Japan. The Volunteers are drilling vigorously. 

We have to acknowledge a copy of the Shanghai pages‘of the 
Customs Gazetle for the second quarter of 1870. The imports 
generally show an increase over the corresponding quarter of 1869. 
Grey Shirtings, 954,000 pieces, against 860,000 ; White Shirtings, 
158,000, against 101.000. T-Cloths, 637,000, against 432,000. 
Drills and Camlets have fallen off; Longs Klls and Lustres show 
a large increase. Iron fell from 74,000 to 44,000 pieces, but Lead 
is much higher. The import of Opium is about hepeaties Malwa 
having slightly increased, but Patna fallen off. 

ae present mail brings over 1,800 bales of China and, Japan 
silk. 

The record of the celebrated"case Von Gumpach v. Hart has at 
last we believe been completed for transmission to the final Court 
of Appeal, the Privy Council. The documents extend to over 
800 folios, portending enormous charges to somebody. : 

The departure of the French Mail Steamer Dupleix has been 

ostponed one day, by order of the French authorities,’ to enable 
Ree to carry the further advices which may arrive from Tientsin. 
Count Rochechouart was expected to meet the Admiral in Tientsin, 
when some line of action may be determined on. 

Proclamation issued by Tseng-Kwo-fan (Viceroy of Chib-li), at 
Tientsin, July 10th, 1870:—“ Whereas with reference to the 
affair of the 13th day of the 5th moon (June 21st), I have re- 
ceived repeated decrees commanding me equitably to investigate 
and take action in the matter, with the resolute design to give no 
opening for hostilities, itis the duty of all, whether servants of 
the State or simple subjects, to correspond to the intentions of 
his Majesty, making it their object to allay trouble end give 
tranquillity tothe people. Accordingly, this Proclamation is 
issued to the resident population in general. It is your duty to 

ursue as before your accustomed avocations, and you are for- 
idden to roam about the streets and form assemblages in numbers, 
spreading abroad unfounded rumours, mutually alarming and dis- 
turbing each other. Equally is it forbidden to collect together in 
the neighbourhood of the foreign houses and foreign vessels, 
thereby giving rise to occasions of quarrel. As regards the

The Supe- 
rioress was then taken, and the others were made to look on, and told 
they also would have the same fate one by one. Her eyes were first 
scooped out, her breasts cut off, spears sufficient to bear the weight of 
were run up the body.

We are in the midst of war alarms. It was announced by the 
Chinese that on two particular days we were to be all massacred, 
but the affair has not yet come off, but after the Tientsin affair 


such warnings are not to be despised. 


The Taoutai has called on the Consul here to ascertain 
the numbers and objects of the Volunteers, and to request that 
they should be discontinued as likely to irritate the Chinese. 
This is an example of the cool effrontery of their dealings with 
foreigners. The fact is that the Chinese at Shanghai are as much 
afraid of our attacking them as we are of their attacking us. 

Nothing has been done to punish the people of Tientsin for thefoul 
murders they have committed on unoffending people. In addition 
to the foreigners slain, sixty Cantonese were killed, as they are 
looked upon as foreigners in the north. Major Winstanley and 
his drill instructors have come in from the Chinese camp, to avoid 
being murdered by their own men. ‘The Sisters of Mercy have 
come in from Sicower also, as the Chinese threaten to kill them 
and burn their houses, as they did at Tientsin. ‘The English and 
French Admirals are gone to Tientsin, and doubtless will wait for 
instructions from home. The Chinese are not idle ; they are arm- 
ing and manning the Taku Forts as fast as possible, moving up 
materiel of war from various points, and chartering vessels to 
carry rice to Tientsin. Had our fleet been at Chefoo they could have 
occupied the ''aku Forts in forty-eight hours, and thus saved much 
trouble and loss of life. The people in Peking are in most danger, 
as if any retaliatory measures were adopted at ‘l'ientsin all 
foreigners at Peking would be tortured and murdered as the 
Prussians were in the last war. If the French adopt any coer- 
cive measures at Tientsin, it would be necessary to remove all 
forcigners from Peking, as their lives would not be worth an 
hour’s purchase. They are virtual prisoners, as the Chinese Go- 
vernment refuse to issue any passports, on the ground that they 
could not guarantee the safety of anyone travelling between 
Peking and Tientsin.

(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.)

The situation in North China is undoubtedly very grave. The 
population of Tientsin, incited to their bloody action by the 
anti-foreign party among the mandarins, have gained what is in 
their opinion a signal victory over the foreigner, and strong con- 
firmation is thus added, so far, to the feeling which has pre- 
vailed for the last two or three years, that China need only 
exert herself valiantly in order to be rid for ever of the hated 
barbarians. The whole tone of the edicts and proclamations thus 
far published is plainly on the side of the people, covered merely 
with a thin disguise of deference to foreign pressure, and the 
slightest show of weakness or vacillation on the part of an 
among the foreign Legations may bring about a further outbrea 
more sanguinary and indiscriminate than the last. 

Vice-Admiral Sir Henry Kellett and the French Commander- 
in Chief, Admiral Dupré, arrived at Chefoo (only twenty hours’ 
steaming distance from the Peiho) on the 16th July, having left 
Japan on the first receipt of the news of the massacre. Admiral 
Dupré carried his flag on board the frigate Venus, and was accom- 
panied by the corvette Dupleix. Sir Henry Kellett was on board 
the Salamis, which was to be followed by the corvette Barossa, the 
Midge, Leven, and other gun-vessels. A French corvette, the 
Linots, was at Taku, with three French and three British gun-ves- 
sels at Tientsin. The British and French Ministers were expected 
to be at Tientsin (if permitted to leave Peking) in time to meet 
the Admirals on their arrival. They will then, it is presumed, 
concert measures for ensuring the safety of the forelgn communi- 
ties in the North, by occupying Tientsin and the Taku Forts, 
pending the receipt of instructions from the Home Governments.

HONG KONG. 


Dates are down to the 28th July. The outward mail of 17th 
June arrived on the 27th. 

Our files of Hong Kong papers are filled with accounts from 
Shanghai, é&c., of the Tientsin tragedy. The China Mail says :— 

We learn from Canton that the French have left the city and 
established a pro tem. office on Shamien. A mat-shed on their 
concession also does duty as a temporary chapel, where a funeral 
service was held. 

The following gentlemen are gazetted as justices of the peace 
for this colony, and have taken the oaths of office :—Edward Ar- 
thur, Esq.; Emanuel Raphael Belilios, Esq.; James Berwick, 
Esq. ; Samuel John Gower, Esq. ; William Macaulay, Esq. ; Lewis 
Henry Moorsom, ag Richard Alfred O’Brien, Esq., M.D. ;

Whittall, Esq. : 

A public meeting of the Canton Church Society was held 
on the 20th July, to receive the report of the trustees of the 
Episcopal Chapel at Canton and the treasurer’s account for 
the half year-ending the 30th of June, being the date after 
which the grant in aid heretofore allowed by Her Majesty’s 
Government would cease to be made, These accounts show a 
deficit of $1,195,55, which, however, will be covered by the 
Government grants not yet received. Thero is, therefore, no 
present need for a call on the community, but the trustees fear 
that the withdrawal of tho grant at the present time may necessi- 
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tate the closing of the Church Establishment as a permanent in- 
stitution at this port. The report was adopted unanimously, as 
was, also, a resolution in the name of the foreign community, ex- 
preasing their high sense of the services rendered by the Venerablo 
the Archdeacon Gray, who for a period of cighteen years has un- 
rewitingly devoted himself to the performance of his duties,

BANGKOK. 
Dates by this opportunity extend to July 29. 


. The most exacting rice cultivator can have no cause to com- 
plain of the amount of the rainfall. Continuous weather, like 
the past week, will give a good yield of paddy, so far as water is 
concerned. The cultivators, it is hoped, will give good heed that 
all the other conditions of a good crop are complied with ; if so, 
the prospects of a diminished crop are very remote. 

Foreign vessels, in the upper part of the river, are scarcely to 
be seen, these being mostly at the steam rice mills, or outside the 
bar. The daily shipping report shows that there are to-day forty- 
seven vessels of all rigs, sizes, and nationalities in port, and the 
greatest part of these getting ready for sea. 

The Siamese gunboat Regent, which left Bangkok on the 25th 
June for Saigon, having on board Siamese Commissioners who 
were empowered to negotiate articles defining the mutual rights 
of the Siamese and the French in the great fresh water Lake, 
known as Talesap, returned on the 24th July, its mission being 
accomplished. Particulars are not yet published. 

The late collision has been made the basis of a charge against 
the owners of the British steamer Johore, by the owners of the 
Siamese vessels the Aferidian and Seaman's Bride. The case has 
been tried at the court of H.B.M.’s Consulate General, and de- 
cides against the British steamer. An appeal will doubtles be 
made to the Court of Singapore. 

There is a rumour going the rounds that C. P, Lalla, of Singa- 
pore, has failed. 

The U.S. Consul this week has notified that after August 1 
no suit will be entertained in the U.S. Consular Court at Bang- 
kok to recover money in payment, either in whole or in part, for 
liquor sold by the drink, at any American or foreign drinking 
house. 

The American steamer Coety has been sold by auction to James 
McCormick, Esq., for the small sum of $2,900. 

A total eclipse of the moon occurred on the 13th inst. at 5.16 
am. It appears that the natives were not aware that there was 
to be an eclipse, or else they were somewhat unprepared for it, 
because the disc of the moon was about half concealed before the 
usual hubbub commenced with guns, gongs, conch-shells, &c., to 
scare the old Yuk Rahoo. 

We have information concerning the King of Cheangmai. 
It appears that he was no better when at Rahaang, that he wag 
exceedingly anxious to get home before death, and that he was 
going to be carried ina hand palankeen through the woods and 
over the mountains, the short cut of eight or ten days to Cheang~ 
mai, as the journey by the river ovor the thirty-two falls would be 
toolong for him.

In the Legislative Council the water supply has been again 
discussed. II.E. the Governor, having regard to the surplus in 
hand, and considering the amount of revenue contributed by Sin- 
gapore, and chiefly by the Chinese, whom the water-works will 
mainly benefit, proposed that the water-works should be supplied 
by money taken from the general revenue, and denied the fairness 
of thrusting it all upon the Municipality ; and the following reso- 
lution was adopted without a division :—“ That the Council is of 
opinion that the present water-works should, if possible, be uti- 
lised, so that ample supplies of fresh water may be introduced 
into tanks and reservoirs, say at Campong Karbow, base of Fort 
Canning-hill, near Singapore River, and at such other places as 
may be readily accessible to the public; and this Council is 
prepared to vote the necessary funds for the purpose.” 

otice is given that an unknown reef has been discovered by 
the captain of the Government steamer J/ertog Barnard cast of 
the Choondong Islands (Lampong Bay). The reef lics from the 
south corner of the cast Choondong Toanis; West, an eighth of a 
geographical mile distance. It has an extension of about 200 
square yards, with only six feet of water.

1d. per lb., and the settlement 
of several second crop teas, with good leaf but without character in the 
cup, at Tle. 24 to 26. Prices paid had been :—Hohows and Ningchows, 
Tls. 18 to 29, equal to 1s. 04d. to 1s. 73d. per lb. ; Oonams and Oonfas, 
Tle, 184 to 25, equal to 1s. 04d. to 18. 5d.; Oopacks, &c., Tis. 19 to 27, 
cqual to Is. 1d. to 1s. G}d. In Green a small business, say 3,300 chests 
in Pingsucy was reported, at Tls. 35 to 40 for chops, and Tls, 43} to 54 
for finer leaves in boxes; almost entirely for America. Stock, 6,500 
4-chests Pingsuey, 4,000 4-chests Hoochow, and 2,600 4-chests old teas. 
The new Tcenkais would soon arrive, and prices were expected to open 
very high. 

Foocnhow.—The following is frum the Chamber of Commerce Re- 
port :—For two days after lust issue heavy settlements of Congou were 
made, but the news from London checked purchases for England; and 
the requirements of vessels loading for the colonies being partially 
gatisficd, a moderate business has since been done.

Congous, however, had been freely bought for London at $15.50 to 17 
for tea much mixed with spurious leaf, the better kinds being held for 
$22 to 23 per picul. 





SILK. 

SHaneasar—A large business had been done, notwithstanding the 
receipt of adverse advices of the home market, and this led to the sup- 
position that buyers were placing reliance on the reports from the 
Chinese that fully 50 to 55 per cent. of the total yield had already ar- 
rived in Shanghai. The decline in the rate of exchange, coupled with 
lower tael prices, ha‘l also led to business, and the settlements for the 
week may be put at 2,000 bales. Prices had ruled irregularly, owing to 
the large native shipment business done, and some purchases showed a 
decline of fully Tls. 20, whilst others exhibited very little or no change. 
The unsold stock was estimated at 5,000 to 5,500 bales, and contained 
many rejected parcels of inferior and second crop silks. Tho present 
(French) mail steamer brings upwards of 1,800 bales.

THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE. 

Two letters on this distressing subject appear in The Times. 
‘‘ Alpha,” who is said to be Sir Rutherford Alcock, says that 
it has long been foreseen, by those most conversant with the 

rogress of affairs in China, that unless France could be in- 
Saad to modify her policy of supporting by force and menace 
the Roman Catholic missions with their Ultramontane doctrines, 
such disasters as this at Tientsin’must inevitably result. The 
correspondence on missionary affairs which was laid before Par- 
liament during the last Session very plainly showed a con- 
sciousness of impending danger, that (the true source of the 
hostility manifested towards the missionaries was not to be sought 
in religious fanaticism. Probably there is no nation in the world 
so indifferent to the distinctions between different creeds and 
forms of religion as the Chinese. The literati as a body are 
rationaliste—philosophers of the school of Confucius, and sceptics. 
For the rest, the educated classes, together with the body of 
the people, are Buddhists, ina very loose and vague way, and 
with very little earnestness or faith. The women and children 
are the chief votaries at the shrine of their gods, and nearly the 
only worshippers in the temples. The Bonzes, who form the 
priesthood, have fallen into great contempt, and it may fairly be 
doubted whether they exorcise any active influence over the minds 
of the people. Tence it is a mistake to attribute to them any of 
the hostility or fanatical feelings manifested by the Chinese mobs 
against the missionaries. This is almost exclusively due to the 
Ultramontanism of the Roman Catholic missions, and the con- 
sequent jealousy and fear created in the minds of the educated 
and governing classes. They seo in the tenets of the Roman 
missionaries a subversive action destructive of all native autho- 
rity. No sooner are converts mae than they are withdrawn from 
their allegiance, and cease in cffect to be amenable to the native 
tribunals. The Chinese authorities affirm that uo small number of 
the converts are the worst characters in the empire, and are solely 
influenced in their profession of Ohristianity by the desire to secure 
such protectionand immunity while they carry on theirdepredations 
against their more honest neighbours. It is sufficient to assume that 
a small portion of this may be true to understand how wide-spread 
and deeply-rooted must be the hostility of the mass, to say nothing 
of the official hierarchy throughout the empire, and all directed 
against the French missions and authorities, with ever-increasing 
intensity. 

Religion has nothing whatever to do with the feeling which dic- 
tates the denunciation of the missionaries as kidnappers, murderers, 
and practisers of foul rites with the scooped-out eyes or the brains 
of their victims. Of course, these crios and vindictive onslaughts 
are not always limited to the Romanists, although, ag regards the 
official classes generally, they know there is a broad distinction 
between the Protestant and the Romanist missionaries. But when 
once a cry is raised and a mob is incited to violence it is to be 
expected that little distinction will be made between one class of 
missionaries and another. They are all propagandists of an alien 
faith, and they are all foreigners, and in both capacities more or 
less hateful to the natives. Thus the danger has a constant ten- 
dency to spread, until the whole foreign race, irrespective of reli- 
gious creed or nationality, are enveloped in the same undiscrimi- 
nating hostility. To France, with no material interests at stake 
in China, this may be a small matter; but to Great Britain and 
the United States, which together have a trade in the China 
Seas of some thirty millions sterling annually, and even to the 
Northern Confederation of Germany, which finds in this com- 
merce a large employment for its shipping, it is worthy of serious 
consideration whether some collective steps cannot be taken to 
arrest the evil. 

The Ultramontanism which lies at the root of the mischief is 
the more indefensible on the part of France, since her rulers have 
strenuously resisted its application within the limits of the French 
Empire, and firmly maintained the supromacy of the civil power. 
To force a totally opposite state of things as well as an alien 
religion on an unwilling nation like the Chinese is an abuse of 
power which cannot fail to be a cause of disturbance. It is 
difficult to say whether the pretension of the Romanist mission- 
aries and bishops in China or that of the French Government is the 
more objectionable to the Chinese rulers. There can be no doubt 
that the greatest impediment to progress and improved relations 
in China Ties in the determination of the French to control, inter- 
vene, and dictate where in reality France has no material interest 
whatever at stake, or any political ends to servo which might 
justify such inordinate pretensions. This has done much already 
to damago the free growth and value of the best graft European 
civilisation has ever made on China—the foreign inspectorate of 
Customs. By insisting upon patronage for an equal number of 
French subjects, although French commerce does not contribute 
one-twentieth of the Customs dues annually collected, they threaten 
to destroy its efficiency. 

The fear of dictation and imperious claims for equal concessions 
for the French nation, and, following suit, to other Treaty Powers, 
makes all such schemes unworkable and abhorrent to the Chinese. 
The recent massacre is but a consequence of a long course of 
wrongdoing ard aggressive action on the part of the French 
authoritics and missionaries combined. That it would lead toa 
catastrophe has been predicted and clearly foreseen by many ; 
and during the past tivo years @ succession of minor outrages of a 

similar character, in different parts of the empire, has given ample 
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warning; yet those most directly interested have been both 
blind and deaf. In some of these cases British and American 
missionaries have suffered equally—mobs seldom being discri- 
minative. But in this instance nothing iy more significant than 
the distinction made between the French and all other residents 
in the pire Other foreigners, missionaries and officials as well 
as merchants, were in the vicinity, and some actually residing in 
the Chinese city which was the scene of the riot, and yet none 
were molested except by mistake, as in the case of three Russians. 
Surely this ought to be sufficient to convince the most sceptical 
that certain determinate causes of hostility exist not affecting 
foreigners generally, but the French exclusively ? 

The Consuls and their superiors, no doubt, conceive it their 
duty so to protect the missionaries and their converts as to deter 
all in authority from the assertion of any injurious rights of ju- 
risdiction, without considering that this ia to exterritorialise all 
Chineso subjects who become, or are induced to profess them- 
selves, Christians. What nation or Government in the world 
would tamely acquiesce in such an assumption? Even from a 
religious point of view is it not a mistaken policy? Nothing can 
be more inimical to religious progress that the association of a 
creed with political and foreign influence in a country like China. 
And as regards interference with the internal affairs and admi- 
nistration of tho Empire, it is, if possible, a still more grievous 
mistake for any foreign Power to assert rival claims and interpose 
for the employment of its subjects in equal numbers with those of 
any other nationality, with the avowed object of maintaining a 
balance of influence or power in the councils of China. It is 
simply to render all recourse to foreign skill or science for the 
development of China impossible, and indefinitely to retard the em- 
pos of those means by which alone Russia and other States 

ave advanced by rapid strides from barbarism to civilisation. 








The Rev. Mr. Butcher, British chaplain at Shanghai, also writes 
to The Times that it is no exaggeration to say that since Cawnpore 
no such deed of blood has been committed. The murder of the 
Sisters of Mercy is an outrage, not on a nation or @ Church, but on 
humanity itself. The massacre of Tientsin suggests three points as 
its most important lessons, 1. This event disproves one popular 
fallacy—viz., that the Chinese are free from superstition. Now, 
though there is much that is admirable in the writings of Con- 
fucius, it is a mistake to believe that his system has been able to 
preserve the mass of the people from the most abject and ignorant 
superstition. The people whom many delight to represent as a 
school of tolerant and placid philosophers are actually proved to 
be capable of cruelties which bear comparison with those of North 
American Indians. As an illustration of the fallacy of the 
popular view, I may say that at the very time when I received 
the news of the savage murder of nine Sisters of Mercy, a priest, 
and his converts, I was reading an article in the Saturday Review, 
stating that the Peking Government is “entirely exempt from 
religious bigotry.” 

2. This event blows to pieces any fragments of trust in the late 
Mr. Burlingame and his theories that may yet remain in men’s 
minds, The speeches about the Chinese mandarins desiring to 
see the “shining cross” on every hill are now felt to have been 
fabrications made to serve a particular purpose. The truth is the 
literati hate missionaries ; the common people hear them gladly. 

3. The tragedy in the north shows us that the Chinese Govern- 
ment is absolutely untrustworthy. His Excellency Chung How 
knew three or four days before the massacre that an outrage was 
intended. He took no steps whatever to prevent it; on the con- 
trary, he connived at it. The actual perpetrators of these 
crimes were the bravos of Tientsin, but it must never be lost 
sight of that the Sisters were murdered in the presence of 
disciplined troops, who protected the native shops from pil- 
lage, but did not stir a hand to defend the foreigners —7.c., 
they were present to keep the murderers to their fiendish 
work and to prevent their digressing into any other more innocent 
employment. This event has no parallel in the Gordon Riots or 
any similar disturbances when a Government has been temporarily 
unable to control a mob. 

That the responsibility rests with the officials none can doubt 
who read the account, which says distinctly :— 

“The whole thing was done by the bravos of Tientsin, the fighting 
men and brothel bullics, the streets being full of troops, who were ap. 
parently thero simply to kcep the rowdies from breaking into the shups, 
The attack was made by signal, the same as used at fires, and wicn the 
murders were completed the retreat was tom-tommed in the same wav 
as at fires, and the crowd disporsed.” 7 

It is very important to keep this in mind, as before the assassins 
could have well washed the blood off their hands, an Englishman 
in the employ of the Chinese was engaged in writing to a Chinese 
newspaper an account endeavouring to throw the Same on the 
French Consul and the Sisters. No money and cunning will be 
spared to hide the truth. 

And now about the future. It is the wish of all fair-minded 
men interested in the China question that foreigners may not at- 
tempt to atone for a culpable remissness by any unreasonable 
violence. To take blood-money and toprocure the judicial slaughter 
of a number of substitutes while the real criminals escape will 
do more harm than good. ‘The officials, when their complicity is 
thoroughly proved, may be called upon to suffer ; but the real 
mode of turning this trial to will be to make it the plea for 
insisting on the opening of the country, the layingfdown of rail- 
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ways, and the erection of telegraphs, The troops whom we had 
seen so ready to protect the people while they were doing evil 
should be compelled to protect the foreign missionary whiie he is 
doing good. is is all that the Roman Catholic Fathers and the 
Protestant teachers desire. 





The Pall Mall Gazette savs:—If it is trae—and all the accounts 
which have come to hand combine to show that it is truc—that the 
French missionaries gave no provocation to their murderers, it was pro- 
bably their foreign rather than their religious character which was the 
real cause of the hostility displayed aguinst them. In that case their 
cause is really the cause of every fureizn resident in the Treaty Ports. 
The common interests of every European Government demand that the 
authors of the massacre should be vi-ited with adequate punishment, 
and especially that a searching inquiry should be instituted into the 
alleged complicity in it of Chung How and his subordinate officials. 
We have never advocated an interpretation of the Treaty of Tientsin 
which should bear hardly on the Chinese, and the insertion in it of an 
unlimited right to travel in the interior has always appeared to us a very 
great mistake. But if we are to have any relations with China the lives 
and property of Europeans peaceably living in the Treaty Ports must be 
held sacred ; and when one European Government is prevented from 
enforcing Its just claims for redress, it is no mere sentiment which 
points to the conclusion that its cause should be taken up by those 
other Governments who are only one degree less concerned iu socing 
justice done. No foreign Power can suffer unjustly iu China without 
every other Power being brought in the cnd to suffer with it. 








MISSIONARIES IN CHINA. 


(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

S1r,—We have now received full details of the massacre, and 
these, instead of mitigating the horrors, increase them. 

This is the most serious thing that has happened in China. I 
think there can be no doubt in the mind of any one that knows 
anything of how matters move here, that this frightful massacre, 
if not instigated by the authorities, has at least been connived at 
by them. It is now an ascertained fact that for days before the 
outrage took place the authorities knew that it was intended, and 
being planned. Nay, more, close beside the scene of the slaughter 
stands the official residence of the most powerful mandarin in 
Tientsin. Why was the foul deed not prevented? Why were 
not measures taken for securing the life of unoffending foreigners 
when the capital is so near, and when there were abundant means 
for doing so within reach? - 

Simultaneously with these occurrences there were rumours of 
similar movements at Nanking, and had not the French authori- 
ties despatched a gunboat to that place we would have had a re- 
petition there of these frightful scenes. 

There is no doubt that if the late Mr. Gibson had not taken the 
stand he did in Formosa we should most certainly have had a 
similar wholesale massacre there. The action of our Government 
in condemning s0 faithful, so able, and so conscientious a servant, 
and its whole insane policy for the last two years, have precipi- 
tated matters, and been the cause of emboldening this most 
-treacherous of Governments. That action and that policy cannot 
by any possibility be construed by a people like this, and a Go- 
vernment like this, to mean anything else than that we are weak 
and very;much afraid of the Emperor and people of China. I 
need hardly ask anyone as to the danger of putting a deadly in- 
strument like this into the hands of a Government who know 
full well that every step of progress made here is a standing pro- 
teat against themselves and their method of administering the 
affairs of this vast Empire. 

It will be said in Britain that this is a missionary matter ; but 
then there is the murder of the French Consul, and of several 
persons besides who were not missionaries. It is a very remark- 
able thing that no one here takes that ground, and surely they 
who have long resided in China may be expected to know some- 
thing of the country and of the people in their modes of thought 
and acting, : 

The pretext for the Tientsin massacre is the old one of kidnap- 
ping children, taking out their eyes, &c., and making medicine 
therewith. In the Formosa case such things as these were in- 
serted by a Chinese magistrate in an official document. These 
magistrates know as well as you and I that such charges are ut- 
terly false, but their policy is not to deny them. In their hands 
and in those of the literati, a band of greedy office-seekers, such 
charges are a most ready and effectual means for inflaming and 
rousing to deeds of atrocity an ignorant and half-civilised mob ; 
and the inference from all this is as plain as daylight. We 
know it, and have stated it again and again—it is enmity deadly 
and implacable on the part of these two classes agninst the hated 
foreigner. The crime of kidnapping children is one of daily oc- 
currence in every city of China. And even supposing the Roman 
Catholic missionaries had acted unwisely (and more than this 
their bitterest enemies would not dare to say sa them), still 
it is impossible for anyone not to believe that the foundation for 
all this lies very much deeper than anything that appears on the 
surface. 

I see that people at home are most rightly expressing great 
horror at tho atrocities in Greece ; and it is said that Earl Claren- 
don 4 a of that matter with great emotion. Now what will he 
say of the Tientsin massacre? The policy he has been pursuing, 
and the principles that guide that policy are a grand mistake. 
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By them security is at an end in this country ; and unless the 
policy be reversed our apprehensions for the future cannot be too 
exaggerated. There is most evidently some movement against 
foreigners in contemplation, and our only hope now is most 
vigorous action by both the French and English Governments in 
connection with this case. Such action will most certainly not be 
in the line of flattering, and talking fine and empty platitudes to 
& lying and corrupt Government: but it will place foreign life in 
security, and will be an inestimable boon to this down-trodden 
and oppressed people. My intense love for China and my deep 
interest in its people alone make me write as I do.—Yours truly, 
Amoy, July 18, 1870.

and the construction of the railway. In the meantime, permit 
me to inform you that the material for the construction of forty 
miles of the railway in question has already been ordered from 
some of the first firms in the kingdom, and that under the supe- 
intendence of George P. White, Hsq., the Consulting Engineer of 
the British Government for India, who has been appointed by me 
to act in a like capacity for the Japanese Government, everything 
is progressing in such a way as to secure the interests alike of 
the Japanese Government and the bondholdera.—I am, Sir, your 
obedient servant, HN.

Tae movement to import Chinese house-servants for employment 
in New York received a set-back when it became known that they 
would ask $18 to $20 a month, gold, with board and lodging. One of 
our citizens, much interested in the undertaking, learns upon further 
correspondence with Koopmanschap and Co., that they will supply new 
hands, speaking very little English, at $10 to $12, gold, per month. 
These servants have had no expericoce in American cookery and 
housework, but they are the raw material out of which the best Chinese 
domestics in San Francisco are made; and aftera little practice will 
be equally good. This puts a new face on the matter; and several 
householders propose to co-operate in the importation of the new 
hands on Koopmanschap and Cv.’s terms. It will be necessary to pay 
the transportation expenses to New York, from $65 to $100 per man, 
according to the number sent, payable to Koopmanschap and Co. upon 
their delivery here.

THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE. 

Te last mail from China teems with descriptions of the 
awful tragedy at Tientsin, and the measures which should be 
ndopted to prevent the extension of these atrocities to the 
English and other foreigners in China. We cannot refrain 
from expressing our opinion that had the policy of our Go- 
vernment been different, the Chinese officials would certainly 
not have countenanced this dreadful butchery. It is only 
by a wholesome fear of the consequences that the Chinese 
can be brought to respect the foreigner. The attempt at 
glossing over the affair by the despatch of the very maa on 
whom lies all the odium of the massacres, was certainly the 
most Chinese way of atoning for the offence. Distracted 
as is the Government at Paris, we can promise CuuNG 
How a warm reception should he venture to come there. 
One of the first stipulations for redress should have been the 
hanging of this misoreant and his principal myrmidons, 
the public degradation of all minor officials, and its publica- 
tion in the Peking Gazette. Most assuredly if this affair is 
allowed to pass over tho lives of Europeans in China will 
not be safe in any port. We are happy to say that not- 
withstanding the great pressure on the daily papers through- 
out the country caused by the war, a full ventilation has 
been given to the subject. The Bishop of Vicrorta 
has entered the ranks and pointed out the dangerous 
policy of our Government for the past two years. The 
Rev. Mr. ButcHer writes an admirable letter to The 
Times, which strangely enough appeared immediately after 
that of “ Apna,” which we print in another column, and 
which, we need hardly say, has not been well received. 
The letter signed “Z.” in our columns also takes up the 
old question of our rights in the interior under the French 
Treaty, which are undeniable when demanded ; but, unfor- 
tunately, the English Government has not demanded these 
privileges from the Chinese Government, and this seems to 
be overlooked by most writers on the subject. Now, we do 
not advocate the occupation of Taku or the bombardment of 
Tientsin for outrages committed by the Chinese, but we most 
distinctly want the governing classes to feel that they cannot 
break their engagements with us with impunity, and it is 
the duty of onr Government, either with or without the “ in- 
evitable gunboat,” to insist on the due performance of our 
Treaty rights. A military occupation of any port in China is 
fraught with so many inconveniences, and is so impracticable, 
owing to the climate and other conditions, that it is unne- 
cessary to discuss the subject. We do think, however, that 
our fleet, especially of small craft, should be always in an 
efficient state, and that the expense involved should be de- 
frayed by the Chinese Government. The telegrams on the 
subject, dated from Hong Kong and Shanghai, say :—‘“ The 
“ negotiations with the Chinese authorities in connection 
“ with the Tientsin tragedy remain in the same condition, 
“ failing instructions from Europe. A feeling of insecurity 
“ prevails at all the Treaty Ports, which is increased by this 
“inaction. The presence of the British and French Minis- 
“ters and the two Admirals at Tientsin has quickened 
“ Tsmnc-Kwo-Fan, the Governor of the province, in his 
“ inquiry regarding the complicity of the Tientsin mandarins 
“in the massacre.” The latest one is from Tientsin, Aug. 27, 
and states that the Chinese were massing troops, and that 
missionaries had been assaulted. Our friends in China must 
not be misled by the following paragraph which appeared in 
the Standard, as there is no truth in the statement :—“ It is 
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« reported, in quarters exceedingly well informed, that England 
“ will, in conjunction with France, as soon as a stable Go- 
“ yernment is formed across the Channel, declare war with 
“ China to obtain that satisfaction for the Tientsin massacre 
“ which appears to have been refused, and to secure material 
“ guarantees against a repetition of such an outrage.” 

In our mail news from Shanghai we print the particulars 
of the diabolical atrocities committed on the Sisters. Our 
readers must not forget that one of these Sisters was a Bri- 
tish subject. Under other circumstances, and, as a rale, we 
should decline to print such details, but it is necessary in 
this case to disregard ordinary rules. It is most essential that 
the truth shonld be published, and we do 80, trusting that the 
authors of this foul butchery will be visited with such retri- 
bution as will render it unlikely that such a duty will again fall 
to us. To say that this demoniacal massacre makes all ordinary 
men shudder to the quick is indeed a mild description ; and 
yet we find that Mr. Meapows—an Englishman, at the 
time, moreover, acting as the Consul of the United States— 
comes forward to defend these fiends, and declares it was the 
fault of the unfortunate victims ! It isto be hoped that the Go- 
vernment of the United States will mark their sense of such an 
atrocious outrage on humanity, by at once discharging him 
from the post. Happily it is not often we have to record such 
cold-blooded conduct on the part of Englishmen. This 
man, it seems, holds an appointment in the Chinese Arsenal 
under Caune How, ond instead of using his influence with 
him to save the victims, actually defends the Chinese. Such 
a man not only deserves the execrations of all his fellow- 
countrymen, but banishment from China, and the British 
Government will, we trust,‘ order his expulsion forthwith. 
Let such a specimen of an Englishman be ostracised. It has 
been a matter of surprise that the English and other foreiga 
residents made no sort of attempt to divert the attention of 
the mob by an attack in defence of the victims, however 
futile. It certainly intevsifies our distress that the miscreants 
were allowed to work out their fiendish will uninterrupted. 
Any diversion, however small, might have saved them, but 
this was impossible. To those acquainted with the locality 
it is not & matter of surprise, as the French were located 
inside the Chinese city, while the English and other foreigners 
are on the river side at a considerable distance. Had the French 
been in the precincts of the foreign settlement undoubtedly 
some sort of a stand would have been made in their defence, 
even at the risk of being all sacrificed. Mr. Moraan, the 
Consul at Tientsin, is now in this country on leave, and will 
be able to furnish our Government with all local information. 
In this horrible tragedy we make another unpleasant discovery, 
and that is that the Northern men can be as cruel and blood- 
thirsty as the Cantonese. This is opposed to our experience 
hitherto. 


InForMaTION has been received at the Boaril of Trade 
that the export duties on sugar from Siam have been re- 
duced. The duties hitherto imposed have been two salungs 
(equal in English money to 1s. 3d.) per picul of 133 lbs. 
for white, and one salung (equal to 74d.) per picul for red 
or brown qualities, but they are now to be only half these 
rates. To the despatch received from Her Masgsty’s Consul- 
General in Siam by the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
it is added that the Siamese Government reserve to them- 
selves the right of reverting to the old duties after the ex- 
piration of five years, if they should think proper. 


Even in these times of war excitement, the late gallant 
little exploit of the Sarawak Government (reported in the 
London and China Telegraph) should not be allowed to pass 
without its meed of appreciation. The British Government 
can claim no oredit on this account, they having declined all 
the responsibilities of the late Sir Jams Brooke, who ob- 
tained the settlement from the native rulers. Our mercan- 
tile marine is indebted solely to the Sarawak Government 
for the protection which it at present receives, and which has 
sensibly diminished the number and violence of piratical 
attacks in the Eastern Archipelago. 


We have received a letter from Mr. H. N. Lay, which 
will be found in another column, by which it will be seen 
that a portion of the plant for the proposed railways in 
Japan is now in course of construction, under the superin- 
tendence of Mr. G. P. Warrz, Consulting Engineer to the 
Government of India. 
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Tus William Cory has been despatched by the Telegraph 
Construction Company with the remaining portion of the 
cable for the section to connect the Straits with Madras. It 
is expected that the laying of this cable will be completed 
before the end of the year. The cable to be laid up the 
China Sea from Singapore to Hong Kong is now in course 
of construction, and will be laid during next year. The line 
from Hong Kong to Shanghai will be laid in a few months, 
the whole of the material having been despatched by the 
Great Northern Company. 


Ir has been decided by the French postal authorities to 
avoid Paris for the present in the transmission of the mails 
to and from Marseilles, and to adopt the route by Rouen 
and Tours. This will cause a delay of about twenty-four 
hours. The mails will, however, Jeave London, as usual, 
on Fridays, and the steamers will leave Marseilles on Monday, 
instead of Sunday. 


Mr. MoLravy Browy, with the Chinese Commissioners, 
have left for China. 





Foreign Intelligence. 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamoore, Sept, 6. 

Last Saturday we here—and the world in genoral—were electrified 
by the telegram announcing that the Emperor Napoleon had sur- 
rendered his person to the King of Prussia and MacMahon and his 
whole army had been made prisoners of war at Sedan, and great was the 
joyfal gratitude and enthusiasm with which it was received. The city 

immediately wore a festive appearance, the shops being shut up and 
bunting displayed on almost every house, whilst the inhabitants 
flocked to the Exchange, the coffee-houses, and other places of public 
resort to discuss and gossip over the important intelligence. Such a 
wonderful thing as a whole army of nearly 100,000 men, the flower of 
the French forces, perfectly trained, and most of them with practical 
experience of war, laying down their arms and being made prisoners, 

never occurred in the whole history of civilised warfare, the only 
event approaching to it being the capitulation of Ulm on the Danube 
in the time of the Firat Napoleon, when General Mack surrendered 
with twenty thousand men. In the evening the illuminations were 
general, and the streets and promenades crowded by the inhabitants 
not only of Hamburg Proper, but from Altona and other places, who 
flocked in by thousands, and helped to swell the dense masses of 
homan beings who almost blocked up the streets and made it ex- 
tremely difficult for the police to enforce their “ Move on.” A large 
band of singers, belonging to several of the vocal clubs, turned out 
with banners and torches, and sang patriotic songs under the windows 
of the General in command of the garrison, the Prussian Ambassador, 
the Burgomaster of Hamburg, and other popular notabilities. Alto- 
gether, it was a very lively and amusing scene. The chief point 
of attraction was, of course, the Exchange, which was not only 
brilliantly illuminated with jets of gas, and almost hid by the nume- 
rous flags displayed from ev2ry window, but exhibited a bust of the 
King of Prussia crowned with a wreath of fresh laurel leaves, and sur- 
rounded by Prussian and other German flags, very tastefully draped 
together and ornamented with garlands of leaves thickly interspersed 
with the flowers of the season. The telegrams as they arrived were 
immediately read out to the assembled crowd, and then three cheers 
were given for the King and his gallant army, many voices anticipating 
the future were even heard to cheer for the “ Emperor of Germany 
and Prince Bismark.” 

Though the war has been conducted with the most consummate 
strategical talent, and hitherto with such brilliant success, it is painful 
to contemplate the reverse of the picture, as so many thousands of 
families all over Germany have been plunged into mourning and dis- 
treas by the deaths of sons, husbands, and brothers,—many even into 
abject penury by the loss of their bread-winners. Hamburg has also 
not escaped, and every day the columns of the local press contain 
many advertisements of such deaths, most of them the consequence of 
the great battles near Metz on the 14th, 16th, and 18th of August. 
Among these I may mention the son of Herr Camille Vidal (of the 
firm of Ross, Vidal, and Co.), a son of Herr Donna, of Altona, and a 
fine promising lad, the eldest son of Mr. Annesley, H.B.M. Consul 
here, ensign in the 2nd Regiment of Foot Guarda at Berlin. A very 
affecting scene occurred here on ’Change a few days ago: a merchant 
from Berlin received a telegram, which caused him to break out in 
Jond lamentation, ‘My poor boys, my poor wife!” The message an- 
nounced that his two sons were killed, and that his wife had in conse- 
quence gone mad | : 

With reference to the notice lately published in Lloyd's List that 
claims for compeneation for German vessels captured by the French 
must be sent in within a month, I may state that hitherto no official 
confirmation or contradiction has as yet been Pebilshed in Germany. 

A foolish telegram has been published in a Danish organ in Schles- 
wig—the Flensburger Norddeutsche Zeitung, stating that the German 
corvette Hertha had been captured by the French ships of war “ off 
Alexandria.” Almost on the same day letters were received at Kiel 
from officers of the Medusa, dated Yokohama, June 24, mentioning 
the consolatory fact that the Hertha was then lying at anchor along- 
side. 
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HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerpaM, Sept. 7. 

The day upon which the sitting of the States General will be closed 
and a new one opened approaches, and this will give new life to our 
home politics, in which the greatest dulnegs still prevails, the whole 
attention of the public being fixed upon the war. The First Cham- 
ber will, as I told you in my last, deal with the Bill to abolish capital 
pup ishincnh, and our Lords seem to be preparing for a warm party 

ght. The Section Report is not at all so favourable as we thought it 
would be, but, nevertheless, there is no question but that the Bill will 
be outvoted. There are signs that the colonial policy will again attract 
a good deal of attention in Parliament. You know that the Royal 
decree has yet to be issued by which the Agrarian Bill comes into force. 
This law, as you will remember, fixes only the principal stipulations, 
and leaves a good deal to the executive power. The Liberal party 
has much complained thereabout, and its co-operation was only 
secured because it was thought that the Minister of the Colonial De- 
partment would be liberal in applying the law, so that it should be- 
come what the Liberals wished. News from India, however, is not 
very satisfactory on this point. Rumours circulate that a draft of a 
Royal decree, prescribing stipulations about the introduction of the 
Bill, has been addressed to the Council of State, and that this draft has 
a strong Conservative character. If this ramour agrees with the truth, 
then Mr. de Waal has deceived the Liberal party. I need not add 
that if this should be the case war will be declared, and the colonial 
question will become once more the topic of Parliamentary debate, 
for the Liberal party will not rest until the whole Cabinet is over 
thrown. Rumours are again in circulation that Mr. Roest will resign. 

The affairs of the Oost Indische Compagnie van Administratie en 
Lyfrente become every day inore and more a topic of conversation. 
Mr. L. Wandrichem van Vliet has published hia plan to reconstruct 
the company and to save the money of the parties interested. Mr. 
van Vliet wishes to prevent the failure of the company, because in 
that case the whole capital of the shareholders would be lost, 
while the creditors would only obtain 64 per cent. He suggests 
that operations should be continued, and he thinks that if his 
plan is adopted the money of all the parties will be saved. The 
figures advanced by Mr. van Vlict, however, are very problematical, 
and I am of opinion that he has put them upon paper without 
knowing the true state of the company. His project deserves the less 
sonfidence because he offers himself as administrator to reconstruct 
the company at Java. Much more impartial is a pamphlet of Mr. C. 
Costens, a concurrent creditor. He sketches the whole history of the 
company, and give rcasona and facts to show that nothing is better 
than for the failure to be declared, which is the only way to secure 
the interests of the creditorz. I recommend both these reports 
to the attention of your readers, especially the last-named pamphlet, 
which will give some very strong facts about the management of this 
company. ‘The greatest uncertainty still prevails as to whether the 
Court will agree with the demand for surseéance, or that the failure 
will be declared. 

The company for the welfare of the Javanese hag published a very 
desponding circular. It states that the number of members has <le- 
creased by 300 this year. There is little sympathy for the League, and 
at this we cannot wonder when we remark the very strange behaviour 
of the managers of late. 

Her Majesty's has conferred the order of the Netherlands Lion upon 
Messrs. J. de Wal Hzn, and H. W. du Perron, both vice-presidents of 
the High Court of Netherlands India; also upon J. J. Meyer, assis- 
tant resident of Amoenthay (Borneo); G. L. Dorrepaal, at Samarang ; 
and F. Alting Mees, at Batavia, president of the Java Bank. 

The Netherlands Bank has reduced its rate of discount to 54 per cent. 

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

Correz. —Since the Trading Company's auction there has been a 
rather lively demand, the communication with Germany being re- 
established. Holders, however, decline to operate without an advance 
of 1c. to 14c. upon the last auction’s prices. The transactions thus 
include only 2,386 b. Java, ex Anna Storey, 4,200 b. Java, ex Laner- 
cost, India Packet, Allahabad, and Dahlkarlea, and 1,500 b. Java, ex 
Lanercost. 

Raw Svuaar.—The Trading Company announce that on the 20th 
inat. 60,400 mata Java will be offered for sale. The market looks very 
healthy, and there is, especially for white sorts, a good demand. About 
3,000 mats Java, of this quality, have been sold at prices kept secret, 
but which are said to be very high. Some floating lots have found 
buyers at f.1 above July value. The unsold stock of raw sugar in 
bond was, on the 1st inst., 76,508 mate; stock on warrants, 41,660 
mats ; private stock, 7,995 mate. 

Rice.—Meets with more demand now it becomes more probable 
yvery day that the crop of potatoes will partly fail. Particulars of 
transactions have not transpired. 

' Spices.—Inactive ; only 29 cases Cloves, ex G. H. Betz, have found 
ayers. 

Tea.—The market is very dull; 460/4 chests China Congou, ex 
Riding Hood, bought in at auction on the 27th July, were sold at 80c.

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TEA. 

There has been rather more firmness in the market, and prices have 
been steadily maintained, the only exception being in the low qualities 
of black-leaf, which have experienced a decline. The more moderate 
export from China has given confidence to holders of new season’s 
black-leaf kinds, and the recent sales show a slight improvement in 
prices. The Statesman, with the firat bal ane of Kaisow kinds, has 
arrived, and her samples have been placed on the market, but at pre- 
sent but little business hag resulted ; the quality is generally consi- 
dered inferior. The Stock in the United Kingdom on the 3lst ult. 
was estimated at 74,500,000 Ibs., against 69,278,000 lbs. ; the quantity 
afloat at 27,500,000 Iba, against 35,987,000 Ibs. last year. 

Red-leaf Congous: Siftinys and broken-leaf kinds have been rather 
more inquired for at previous prices. Fair to good common remain 
steady. Fair kinds of Kaisow, from Js. 1d. to 1s. 3d., have been in 
better requeat. Good to fine Kaisows, of new season, have been sold 
in limited quantity from 1s. 6d. to 2s., a very few finest from 2s. 1d. 
to 2s. 6d. per Ib. Pak Lins: We hear of no sales at present. Black- 
leaf kinds: The low qualities have sold at public sale at $d. to 1d. 
per Ib. reduction. Fair to good common remain firmly quoted, witha 
moderate demand. There have becn a few sales made from 1s. 04d.

Scented cas: Canton Capers, of recent arrival, have sold at full 
prices. Orange Pekoes: Old season Canton kinds have been saleable 
only at low prices. Foochow kinds: Fair to good of old scason con- 
tinued much depres:ed ; new have been sold from 2s. 2d. to 2s. 4d. 
per Ib. for good to fine quality. In Uncoloured Japans common kinds 
remain heavy of sale at 10jd. to 11d. per lb.; good to fine are in 


moderate demand. Green Teas: There have been some arrivals of 


new season’s Ping Suey, one invoice of which was sold at public auc- 
tion, realising full prices ; privately the prices obtained were not quite 
so high; the finer kinds sold comparatively well, the medium kinds 
going at irregular prices. In Canton Gunpowders there has been but 
little done. 

Messrs. Shepard, Harrison, and Rehden's Circular contains the fol- 
lowing :—We are cnabled to report a firm market during the past 
fortnight, the supplics to hand being moderate, and importers have 
not forced sales; prices have advanced a further 3d. to 1d. per Jb. for 
fine and finest Congou. The Ajax brought a choice selection of Ning- 
chows, a few parcels of which have been taken by shippers at 2s. 4d. 


to 28. 74d. per lb. The steamer Statesman, with the first cargo of 


new seagon’s red-leaf Congou, arrived on the 4th inst., followed next 
day by the Achilles; both vesscls have made rapid passages of 55 and 
54 days respectively. The crop generally is disappointing; Teas 
possess fair strength, but are by no means of fine quality. Latest 
advices from China, to 18th ult., state kusiness is virtually suspended 
in consequence of the war news; shipments, 47,000,000 lbs., against 
68,000,000 lbs. last year at same date. The export trade has been 
quiet, as purchases for Canada have entirely ceased, and to the Con- 
tinent buying has been confined to finest Congou. Deliveries show 
satisfactory development, and stand thus :—

repairs. 

he Francina Willemina, Pyl, from Batavia to Rotterdam, put into 
St. Helena Aug. 1, reported having experienced a very heavy gale 
July 10, 35 S., 19 E., during which she lost boats, and had cabin filled 
with water ; she remained at St. Helena for five days to caulk seams, &c. 

The Carolina, Mallgraf, from Cardiff to Singapore, put into St. 
Helena Aug. 7, with rudder head damaged, having met with a violent 
gale July 29 and 30, 31 S., 20 W.; she sailed 13, after effecting slight 
repairs. 

The Balnaguith, Nankivel, from Padang to New York, put into St. 
Helena Aug. 11, reported having experienced a succession of very 
heavy gales from June 19, 34 S., 28 K., to July 24, 35 S., 20 E., during 
which she was thrown on her beam ends several times, had decks 
swept, rudder started, and other damage. 

he Nieuwe Waterweg II., Zwart, from Batavia to Amsterdam, put 
into St. Helena Aug. 11, reported having experienced a hurricane July 
21, 34 8., 27 E., during which she lost several sails, &c. 

The Prinses Amelie, Driest, from Amsterdam to Japan, put into 
Simons Bay July 28, with rudder head gone, decks sprung, loss of sails 
and fore top-sail-yard, pump defective, and some copper off her sides, 

Advices from Port Elizabeth, dated July 28, state that the Neder- 
landsche Flag (of Amsterdam), v. d. Brock, from Macassar to Amster- 
dam, with coffee, gutta-percha, &c., was totally wrecked during a N.W. 
gale July 22, thirty-five miles W. of Cape St. Francis; she broke up 
immediately after cag ; master and twelve men drowned.
